' presented to the Supreme Court of 
the UuittHl StaU*s in the form of a 
' motion for leave to file a jietition for 
writ of mandamus, commanding 
United .States Judge A. M. J. Coch- 
ran of the Faistern District of Ken- 
tuck to remaml the case to the Ken- 
tucky State courts and restore Pow- 
ers to the custody of the Sheriff of 
Scott county, where Powers’ fourth 
trial wa.s about to lK>gin when 
, Judge Cochran’s court took jurisdic- 
tion. 

j The motion was presented on be- 
half of the State of Kentucky by the 
Hon. laiwrence Maxwell, Jr., Attor- 
ney Ceneral Hays of Kentccky was 
presented in the court room, as were 
ex-tiovernor Richard Yantes, of Illi- 
nuia and Attorneys J. C. Sims, E. L. 
Worthington and H. Clay Howard. 

Governor Yates prt*sented a peti- 
tion for the dismissal of the appeal 
in the same case. Both i>arti«s ask- 
ed the Court to hear the motions on 
January 15, but the Court refused to 
fix any date.

A strange incident occurrei in 
Mentonne yesterda.v which cau.sed a 
Ki'cat de.il of daina.w and prob ddy 
has put a permanent quieUis on a 
practice in one of tlie .'lentonne 
slau{?hter house that had attracted 
the attention of the Health Ollicers, 
and .soon would Imve led to arrest 
and pro.secution. 

T. .Merrit, the leading Mentonne 
meat market man, had adopted and 
was usinK the following melhod of 
skinnitiK the animals lie slauKhtered. 
When the animal wius leii up ready 
forslauKhter Mr. Merritt would put 
a few drops of cocaine or either on a 
spot on the loo.se skin of the creat- 
ure’s neck, and after waiting a mo- 
ment until thedrujrhad deadenwi all 
sense of feelingr at llu* jilace where 
it was applied he (juickly would 
make a small slit with a sharp knife 
and then insert beneath the skin the 
llie point of a small nozzle that was 
connecteii with a rubber ho.se leailintt 
to a steel tank rilled with compress- 
ed air at hitfh pressure. The com- 
pre.s.sed air then was turned on, and 
rushing through the nozzle beneath 
the hide of the animal into loose tis- 
sue between the skin and the body 
it would rip the skin loose in a tia-sh 
and blow it out like a baloon, twice 
the original size of the creature. 
This, perhaps, cau.sed the beast great 
pain, but Mr. Merritt stood read.v 
with a loaded rifle and the moment 
the skin was tom loo.se and inflated 
he fired a shot into the animal’s brain 
to end all possible suflering.
